But. perhaps a measure of this injustice 


will be righted in this, a week set aside to 
pay national homage to the pencil.

In the remaining days of the week 
it might be well to pause in reflection on 
the great joys and rights which have come 
to us because of the pencil.

notes. It was the pen which made the of- 
ficial sweep of ink to parchment, but it was 
the pencil, or a form of it. which recorded 
the first dreams of a nation yearning to be 
free-

grocery list — the mighty and the humble

City people, of course, like the extra 


hour of daylight because, after their daily 
labor at the office, store or factory, it gi\'es 
them a chance for relaxation at golf, tennis, 
softball and other recreational pursuits 
which require daylight. 


Business and industrial-wise there is no 


question that an extra month, instead of 
two less, is desirable. 


When all of the east, especially New 


York, and Illinois, especially Chicago, are 
on daylight time and Wisconsin is not. the 
communications problem becomes difficult- 
Lunch times which under standard time 
differential span two hours, sometimes 
span four or more hours. This means phone 
contacts are limited to the few early 
morning hours and a few late afternoon 
hours. Because businessmen and industrial 
people can't talk any other time, they jam 
the circuits during these few hours, create 
more problems and slow up the whole com- 
munications process. 


Assemblyman 
Pommerening. in sup- 


port of his bill to extend fast time another 
month, presented the problem concisely: 
''it's important for the industrial develop- 
ment of Wisconsin that we operate on the 
same schedule as other states with which 
we do business." 


During the years Wisconsin was pro- 


hibited from taking advantage of fast time, 
many business firms operated under a 
handicap in trying to coordinate their Wis- 
consin business with those in other states.

ple wood it makes no difference. 


The instrument you hold will be re- 


sponsible for many of the powerful, beau- 
tiful words yet to be written — the best 
sellers, groat operas, peace treaties, trade 
agreements. 


This is National Pencil week. Let's mark

About 35 are due to the 
accidents! tak::ic n:~ :-<>Uon in bathrooms by 
children who canr.o- read or by adults un- 
able to see clearly when taking the medi- 
cine. Children under five constitute about 
one-tenth of the nonulaiion but they ac- 
count for nearly three-tenths of the poison- 
ing fatalities.
